2ND FATALITY IN 6 DAYS

second fatal accident within six 
days in which Upland residents 
have been killed when their cars 
crashed with early morning 
trains at Ontario crossings. Last

W. Morgan, 26, was killed in. 
stantly when he drove his car in- 
to the side of a westbound Union 
Pacific freight train at the Euc- 
lid avenue crossing. 


It is the second automobile 
tragedy bringing death to the 
Rose family. A daughter, Eula 


Mae, was killed with her fiance, 
Kenneth Clark, Altadena, on May 
5, 1935, near Arcadia, Their car 
crashed into a telephone pole 
when a tire on the machine blew 
out.

growers, who have been forced 
by lack of season rain to do much 


| late irrigating during the past 


two months. 

Last rain fell on October 26, 
that time putting 1942 rainfall 
1.40 inches ahead of last year and 
promising good seasonal rain. 
But for two months growers scan- 
ned dry skies for more rain, in 
vain. Pre-Christmas rain brings 
the rainfall to date to 5.51 inches 
as compared with 6.18 inches for 
the same period a year ago. 

Rainfall in San Antonio canyon 
amounted to 2.50 inches for the 
Christmas storm. The rain was 
a welcome Christmas gift to 
growers, many of whom were set 
to irrigate on Christmas day. In- 
stead, they were able to devote 
themselves to their family gath- 
erings. 

Snow Crest in the canyon ex- 
perienced its first Christmas in 
five years without snow. Al- 
though snow was falling at the 
resort at 6:40 a.m.
